The inventions listed as Groups Mil do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I is different 
that Group II inasmuch as in Group I there is no need to apply la metal to the catalyst to 
a graft polymer that is the metal can be already in the graft polymer; Group I is different 
than Group III inasmuch as there is no need to electrolessly apply a metal to a graft 
polymer; Group II is different from Group III inasmuch as there is a material difference 
between applying and reducing a metal ion to a graft polymer and applying an 
electrolessly plating catalyst to a graft polymer and then electrolesly plating.
